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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 5 are allowed. 

Regarding independent claims 1 , 6 and 1 1 have been amended to overcome the prior arts 
of record. The prior arts of record Havinis (US 6,219,557) in view of Lam et al. (US 
2003/0072318) fail to disclose or render obvious "establishing a User Plane roaming interface 
between a roaming wireless device and a visited location service (V_LCS) manager via an 
intermediary home location service (H-LCS) manager associated with the roaming wireless 
device", as argued by Applicants, as specified in the claim. 

Claims 2-5 depend on claim 1 . Therefore, they are allowable. 

Claims 7-10 depend on claim 6. Therefore, they are allowable. 

Claims 12-15 depend on claim 11. Therefore, they are allowable
